LOYALTY IN SERVICE. 

Much of the success of a merchant de¬ 
pends upon the loyalty of his assistants. By 
loyalty we do not understand so much a de¬ 
fense of the reputation and the standing of 
the house one works for as the service that 
is rendered to it. It must be sufficient for 
the employee that his employer conducts his 
business on business principles, fairly and 
honestly. To be loyal to such an employer is 
an easy matter. If the employee knows that 
his employer is dishonest, and that he ex¬ 
pects him to condone and recognize his 
crooked methods, and his conscience troubles 
him, let him get out and seek employment 
elsewhere, unless he wishes to become an ac¬ 
cessory to fraud. In either case it were 
politic not to advertise the actions of his em¬ 
ployer either by open accusation or innuendo. 
Time will take care of the wrongdoer; and 
even if he be overlooked by fate, the em¬ 
ployee who flings mud at his past or present 
employer will get little thanks for his efforts. 

Everything else being equal, loyalty to 
one’s firm consists in the faithful fulfilment 
of every duty that may arise in the day’s task 
—in giving a full labor equivalent for what 
wages are expected. Much too often the 
employed strive to give as little as possible 
and get as much as they can in return. If 
such shirks could actually compare the ser¬ 
vices that produced what they received with 
the work they themselves did for it, it might 
bring a greater feeling of responsibility, and 
more desire to work as if they themselves 
were actually producing the good things or 
good work received in exchange. 


Every clerk should feel his responsibility 
to this extent, namely, that he is acting in 
the place of his principal; that, inasmuch as 
he proves himself acceptable to the patrons 
of his house by attentive, courteous and in¬ 
telligent service, he is bringing glory upon 
the house he represents as well as upon him¬ 
self. If he is alive to his responsibilities he 
will be as alert to protect the interests of his 
co-workers as his own by advice and assist¬ 
ance in their duties and perplexities as well 
as by his example. 

The faithful and loyal employee will stand 
at his post so long as duty claims him, will 
perform his duties conscientiously unwatched, 
and will take as much pride in what his firm 
achieves as he will in his own individual per¬ 
formance. Such a worker will not have 
worked in vain, whether recognition comes to 
him early or late—or never at all. 


The appointment of Mr. Charles A. Still¬ 
ings as Public Printer is the result of a most 
thorough and painstaking endeavor by the 
President to obtain the best man available 
for the place. To fill a post which involves 
the oversight of business amounting to $7,- 
000,000 a year and the handling of some of 
the most difficult problems in the country, 
at a salary within $5000, is an almost im¬ 
possible task, but it is to be hoped that the re¬ 
sult of this appointment will justify the Presi¬ 
dent’s expectations. Mr. Stillings, though still 
a man of middle age, has had wide experience 
in printing—his father being one of the best- 
known printers in Boston—and latterly he 
has had a wide range of experience as the 
secretary and executive of the Printers’ Board 
of Trade, which is quite a different organiza¬ 
tion from the Typothetae and of different 
purpose. The President consulted men in 
different parts of the country as to possible 
candidates, absolutely independent of political 
consideration, in seeking a man who would 
be, first of all, an honest administrator of 
the affairs of the Government; and it is to be 
hoped that he has found in Mr. Stillings the 
right man in the right place. Mr. Stillings 
was cordially commended by the leading 
printing houses of New York for the post, 
and there is general belief here that he is 
certainly one of the best, if not the best man, 
who could be had for the money and the 
public service involved. It is to be hoped 
that, should Mr. Stillings succeed in a diffi¬ 
cult task, Congress will make the compensa¬ 
tion of the post adequate to its responsibil¬ 
ities and difficulties.

From its inception Charities has stood for 
progress in organized effort for bettering 
conditions, while The Commons has been an 
exponent of the settlement movement. r I heir 
editors, Edward T. Devine and Graham Tay¬ 
lor, will be associated in the editorship of the 
joint undertaking. Professor Taylor is head 
of the Chicago Commons, one of the fore¬ 
most neighborhood centres of Chicago, and 
director of the Chicago Institute of Social 
Science and Arts of the University of Chi¬ 
cago, and a trenchant writer on economic 
problems. Dr. Devine is director of the New 
York School of Philanthropy, Professor of 
Social Economy at Columbia University, and 
President of the National Conference of 
Charities and Correction. 

The Publication Committee has been organ¬ 
ized along unique lines—similar to those 
which have crystallized reform movements in 
practical philanthropy—such as The National 
Child Labor Committee, the National Associ¬ 
ation for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, the 
National Consumers’ League, and the like, 
and will co-operate closely with these bodies. 
Like the Tenement House Committee which 
brought about housing reform in New York, 
its appointment comes from the Central Coun¬ 
cil of the New York Charity Organization 
Society. Robert W. de Forest, president of 
the New York Charity Organization Society, 
is chairman of the committee. Other members 
are Jane Addams of Hull House, Chicago, 
author of “Democracy” and “Social Ethics;” 
Daniel G. Gilman of Baltimore, president em¬ 
eritus of Johns Hopkins University; Joseph 
Lee, vice-president of the Massachusetts Civic 
League; Robert Treat Paine, president of 
the Associated Charities of Boston; Margaret 
Dreier Robins of Chicago, a leading member 
of the Women’s Trade Union League and of 
the Inter-Municipal Committee on Household 
Research; S. W. Woodward, president of the 
Associated Charities of Washington, D. C.; 
Frank Tucker, vice-president and manager 
of the Provident Loan Society of New York; 
Arthur F. Estabrook. Boston, John F. Moors, 
Boston, and Robert S. Brewster, New York, 
men of affairs and broad philanthropic in¬ 
terests; Jacob A. Riis, author of “The Mak¬ 
ing of an American,” and others equally well 
known in this field of work. 

The working plan of the committee includes 
a much more broader field than the issuance 
of a journal. It includes the undertaking of 
important pieces of social investigation, the 
issuing of special numbers on some one social 
problem—such as the “Slav,’ “Italian, Ne¬ 
gro,” “Juvenile Court.” and “Smaller Cities 
—the extension of the spirit of organized 


philanthropy to the smaller cities; the initia¬ 
tive, in the absence of other suitable agency, 
in bringing into practical realization the gen¬ 
eral interest in any special field; the corre¬ 
lation and publication of the .results of in¬ 
vestigations; and the general education of 
public opinion as to the needs and advance 
in the underlying conditions of American 
communities. The venture is more or less of 
a co-operative undertaking. 


AN ART WORK AT $15,000 THE SET. 

In a suit brought October 31 in the New 
York Supreme Court by William A. Cooper, 
the fact developed that certain persons had 
arranged to publish photogravures of various 
paintings now in the galleries of New York’s 
art collectors. There were to have been fif¬ 
teen volumes, to be sold at $1000 a volume. 

Cooper asked the court for a permanent 
injunction restraining William G. Gray and 
Maud Hegger from disposing of certain pho¬ 
tographs or carbon copies of paintings made 
under the terms of a contract which Cooper 
had entered into with Merrill & Baker, the 
publishers. 

Cooper asserts that he made a contract 
with Merrill & Baker to make photographic 
negatives of pictures which were to be re¬ 
produced in a work to be edited by John La 
Farge. Among the paintings so photographed, 
he declares, were paintings in the art gal¬ 
leries of George Vanderbilt, T. M. Davis, of 
Newport; Perry Belmont, George Gould, A. 
A. Pope, the late John Hay, Senator Lodge, 
Sir William Van Horne, Mrs. Jack Gardner, 
P. A. B. Widener, and the late William L. 
Elkins. The plaintiff adds that he employed 
Gray to make carbon prints from the nega¬ 
tives and that “Gray did appropriate to his 
own use carbon prints on glass. 

Cooper also charges that Gray sold many 
carbon prints of Millet’s “The Sower, a 
picture valued at $25,000, to the aefendants, 
who did business under the name of Hug¬ 
ger,” at 288 Fifth Avenue, and to Fischel, 
Adler & Schwartz, of 3*3 Fifth Avenue, New 
York. 

They, with the other persons named, were 
ordered by Justice McCall to show cause 
why a permanent injunction should not issue. 
In the meantime the court granted a tem¬ 
porary injunction. 


HARMSWORTH INVADES AMERICA. 

Sir Alfred Harmsworth, the London pub¬ 
lisher, has opened a New York office at 150 
Nassau Street, in charge of C. Murray and 
N. H Dubbs, and proposes to begin a cam¬ 
paign for a subscription book known as the 
“Harmsworth Self-Educator.” Other lines of 
books are to be added to this publishing ven¬ 
ture, we understand, should the proposed un¬ 
dertaking prove successful enough to war- 
rant such an extension. A heavy advertising 
campaign will begin shortly, it is said. I n e cl " 
dentally, there is a belief that Sir Alfred in¬ 
tends to invade the American magazine field, 
either with a selection from his sixty-five 
British publications or new ones adapted to 
this country. 
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STILLINGS PUBLIC PRINTER. 

Announcement is made that the President 
has appointed Charles A. Stillings, of Boston, 
Public Printer of the United States, the ap¬ 
pointment taking effect on November 1. 

Mr. Stillings has resided in New York for 
a number of years as manager of the Print¬ 
ers’ Board of Trade. He is thirty-two years 
old and has been engaged in the printing 
business for sixteen years, having entered the 
printing office of his father, the Griffith- 
Stillings Press, in Boston, when a boy. For 
a time he was employed as manager of the 
Washington Printers’ Board of Trade, and 
while there devoted himself to a study of 
conditions in the Government Printing Office, 
of which he now becomes head. 

Mr. Stillings, it is said, was appointed 
without regard to political influence, al¬ 
though the assent to his selection of the 
Massachusetts Senators, Lodge and Crane, 
was obtained by the President. He was also 
endorsed by numerous large printing houses, 
including Theodore L. DeVinne & Co., 
Rogers & Co., of Chicago and New York; 
the Methodist Book Concern, the Mudge 
Press of Boston, and others. 

The father of Mr. Stillings is a well known 
citizen of Boston and was Adjutant-General 
on the staff of the late Gen. Blackmar when 
the latter was commander in chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic.

Rowell as “The Sage of Spruce Street,” 
Frank Presbrey as “An Advertising Agent,”

Harding as “A Medicine Man,” and Mr. 
Rowell spoke himself as the dean emeritus 
of his advertising brethren. 


CHANGE IN THE ENGLISH RAILWAY 
BOOKSTALLS. 

The greatest change in the English book 
trade which has, perhaps, ever taken place 
will be the transfer shortly from W. H. 
Smith & Son to Wyman & Sons of the whole 
of the railway bookstalls on the London and 
North-Western Railway and the Great Wes¬ 
tern Railway—some 300 bookstalls. Trav¬ 
ellers on these roads will no doubt miss the 
time-honored name of the great Strand firm, 
whose admirable system has been such a 
great convenience to the public for over half 
a century. 

“It is impossible,” says the London Pub¬ 
lishers’ Circular in noting the change, “not 
to recognize the very bold nature of the step 
taken by the Messrs. Wyman, and great in¬ 
terest, and not a little anxiety, is felt by book¬ 
sellers generally as to what Messrs. Wyman’s 
policy will be. Will they, for instance, give 
the public 3 d. in the shilling discount on new 
books? We understand that, at any rate as 
far as the Great Western Railway goes, the 
Messrs. Wyman also take over the railway 
advertising, quite a great business in itself.”

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

PLAY PIRACY A CRIME. 

The first conviction made since the new 
copyright law was amended by Congress, to 
make plagiarism a crime, came in the United 
States District Court at Keokuk, la., on Oc¬ 
tober 29, when the jury reported that it had 
found James L. Glass guilty of producing for 
profit a play called “Way Out West,” on 
which Dick Ferris, theatrical manager of 
Minneapolis, holds the copyright. 

Heretofore authors and playwrights have 
been unable to present evidence sufficiently 
strong to convict. The maximum penalty for 
conviction under the statute is one year, but 
the jury recommended clemency.

Charles Scribner’s Sons have just ready 
“The Princess Priscilla’s Fortnight,” by the 
author of “Elizabeth and Her German Gar¬ 
den,” the story of a princess who runs away 
from a little German court and takes refuge 
in an English village, told with much humor 
and graceful sentiment; “Mrs. Brookfield and 
Her Circle,” by Charles and Frances Brook¬ 
field, a brilliant and amusing book of gossip 
and anecdote of some of the famous people in 
England in the middle of the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury, with twelve photogravure portraits; 
“The Crown of Pine,” by A. J. Church, a 
spirited story of adventure based on historic 
fact and placed in the time of the Apostle 
Paul, with attractive illustrations in color; 
also, “Sir Joshua Reynolds, First President 
of the Royal Academy,” by Sir Walter Arm¬ 
strong, author of the admirable “Life of 
Gainsborough,” published last year, and the 
greatest living authority on his subject, with 
46 full-page illustrations in half-tone and four 
photogravures.
